Mr. Smythe is a 
highly educated gentleman, and a 
man who has won the respect and 
confidence of the people, by his 
gentlemanly deportment. He is 
digified and forcible, and what 
he says always has weight. 

He said that in Africa the Ne. 
groes are-a manly and self-respect- 
ing people, and he failed tosee the 
providence ot God in bringing 
them here where they are so often 
devoid of manliness and self-re- 
He laid great stress upon 
the natural honesty of the African 
in his native country. He related 
an incident of his having gone from 
the coast to the far interior with 
three sovereigns in his pocket, 
He passed through twenty tribes 
but was molested by no one.

They have 
the finest features, the most b-aut- 
iful forms, and yet they are the 
blackest tribe I saw—so black, in 
fact, that you almost have to light 
a cande to see them.”
